Chairman Baker called the meeting to order and welcomed everyone to the POST meeting. 

Chairman Baker asked for approval of the September 17*, 2010 Minutes. Commissioner 
Lewis moved to approve the Minutes as submitted, seconded by Commissioner Jenkins.

14 th , 2010, and is making the following recommendations to the POST Commission: James 
Adkins, Chattanooga PD - voluntarily surrendered his certification and there was no 
hearing had in that case; Myron Eugene Stewart, Memphis PD - Mr. Stewart did not 
appear. The Memphis PD was represented and the recommendation is for decertification. 
Commissioner Baker recused herself from discussing the matter regarding Jeffrey Dean 
Sells from Metro Nashville PD. The committee is recommending placing Mr. Sells in 
suspended status until his probationary period is concluded and will appear at the 
February meeting with proof of adjudication. The following cases were discussed, no 
hearings were requested and an initial order of decertification will be issued to the 
following individuals; Caroline Danielle Russell, - Belle Meade PD; Fredericko Miguel 
Moore, Chattanooga PD; Jeremy Ernest Clark - Cumberland County SO; Michelle Lee 
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understand. Mr. Grisham said this Commission has to decide whether to grant Mr. Brooks' 
appeal and refer it to the decertification committee. Mr. Brooks has the right to appeal the 
initial order, which he has done, and it has to be within a certain time frame, which it is timely. 



Jenkins noted that technically, all they would be doing today is decide if 
they want to stand by the Commission's prior ruling or give Mr. Brooks a chance to come and 
appeal it in person. 




Mr. Grisham stated that Mr. Brooks made the deadline for the written appeal but not the 
initial hearing. Commissioner Jenkins noted that Mr. Brooks had the opportunity initially but 
did not take advantage of it, however, he has filed a written appeal in a timely manner and this

order went out and Mr. Brooks had thirty days from entry of the order. The order was entered on 
August 27* Mr. Brooks hand delivered a letter appealing the decision on September 13* so he 
is within the time frame. 



Commissioner Donoho withdrew his second and Commissioner Fitzgerald withdrew her 
motion to deny. 



Commissioner Fitzgerald moved to send the matter back to the decertification committee 
because Mr. Brooks did get his appeal in in a timely manner. Commissioner Mercer seconded. 

Officer Tatum commented that Mr. Brooks signed his employment contract with TSU on 
the previous Friday, but he will not start officially working until the 18 th of October. Chairman 
Baker told Officer Tatum that he department must understand that until the POST Commission 
approves and gives him back his certification, Mr. Brooks cannot be working. Officer Tatum 
acknowledged that it would depend upon POSTs decision. 

Commissioner Jenkins replied that the Commisison has to honor the written appeal since 
it has been filed timely. Mr. Grisham said that there was not anything put in the record when 
the decertification committee met on the issue. The committee was just told that Mr. Brooks 
failed to request a hearing. Mr. Grisham remarked that it would be best to have a hearing. 

The motion to send the matter back to the decertification committee carried. 

Officer Tatum announced that he would take all this information back to the chief and 
they would discuss it fully. 

NEW BUSINESS/ITEMS FOR DISCUSSION 



STATUS - PATRICK MERKEL TO PRESENT 
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Mr. Joe Underwood, Attorney from Commerce & insurance, was present on behalf of 
Mr. Merkel. Mr, Underwood turned the matter over to Mr. Grisham for explanation- 
Mr. Grisham explained this was discussed at the rules meeting at Pickwick Landing in 
June. He said the legislature gave POST the mandate to come up with some model 
guidelines for jails, not just sheriffs, but any municipal jail that intakes prisoners to check 
immigration status. The statute that Tennessee passed is not as broad and encompassing 
and controversial as the one in Arizona where officers on the street are asking the 



together of experts. Immigration information was received from the Immigration 
Customs Enforcement (ICE) of the federal government. The subcommittee met and it 
included representatives from across the state and including Sheriff Hall from Metro 
Nashville. Mr. Grisham explained that the whole process will become moot next year 
when the federal government rolls out an automatic data base check of the state 
rfppartmgftt and Vpepg tscagfa any honking The automatic fingerprints that are taken _ 
on the booking will trigger an automatic computer check of the individual to see if there 
are any warrants or holds or citizenship issues for that individual. Until that point, the 
committee came up with a four-page document based on what other jurisdictions are 
doing. At the recommendation of this committee, two questions will be asked of every 
person coming through the jail, no matter who they are and not matter what they look 
like, which is are you a citizen or were you born in this country. The response to those 
questions will trigger an inquiry to ICE as to whether the individual needs to be held or 
not. Mr. Grisham explained that the sheriffs approached POST with this as the 
legislation was being argued, wanting POST to take this on so that there is uniformity 
and different jails are not doing different things. The Sheriff s Association Executive 
Committee looked at the model at their last meeting and voted to endorse the model 
policy. The model policy will be published in response to that statute that the legislature 
asked them to do. It will be published to the ninety- five counties and the approximately 
fifteen cities that have jails. 

Commissioner Lewis moved to approve the model policy, seconded by Commissioner 
Fitzgerald. The motion carried.

I Policy : It is the policy of the Knox County Sheriffs Office Corrections Division to comply 
with the Immigration and Naturalization Act, as compiled in 8 U.S.C §1 101 et seq. The Knox 
County Sheriffs Office will comply with House Bill SB 1070, scheduled to become law on 
January L, 2010. The Knox County Sheriffs Office actively participates in the Secure 
Communities Program. The Knox County Sheriffs Office will identify and report all persons 
who may be in violation of United States Immigration Laws. 

H. Definitions ; 

ICE; Immigration and Customs Enforcement, the Federal Law Enforcement agency 
responsible for investigation and removal of criminal aliens. This agency is a branch of 
Department of Homeland Security. 

Secure Communities: Partnership between the Sheriffs Office and ICE to identify, detain, 
and remove criminal aliens from the United States. ICE monitors all arrestee fingerprints 
submitted for matches to the ICE criminal alien database. 
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Sub-section 9.0 Immigration and Foreign-born Inmates 
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III. Procedures : 

A. During the course of processing all arrestees, a set of fingerprints is taken via Livescan 
and transmitted to the Tennessee Bureau of Investigation and Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for comparison and addition of charges to Criminal History. In addition, 
all prints transmitted are also routed to ICE for a search of their Criminal Alien 
database. If a match is found and a detainer required, Secure Communities will notify 
Intake via phone and will fax a detainer. 

B. Whenever an individual is arrested and brought to the Intake Center for processing, 
during the normal course of gathering personal information, the individual will be 
asked his Place of Birth and Citizenship Status in the United States . 

C. If the arrested person indicates he/she was bom in a foreign country and/or states he/she 
is not a citizen of the United States then a booking package will be forwarded to the 
local ICE office for investigation. 

D. The booking package sent to ICE will consist of Charge Information, an Arrest Report, 
any response from LESC via NCIC, a photo of the individual, and fingerprint response 
from TBI and FBI indicating State ID and FBI numbers. 

E. The inmate file will be marked to indicate that this procedure has been indicated and 
awaiting a response from ICE. 

F. If at any time during this procedure, the inmate's charges are released by bond or court 
order, the inmates file will be taken to the Intake Supervisor on duty. If no response 
has been received from ICE, the Intake Supervisor will take steps to contact the Local 
ICE office or 24/7 Secure Communities for final determination of need of a detainer. 

G. If a Detainer is requested from ICE, then a copy will be placed in the inmates file and a 
detainer issued and booked on JIMS. 

H. Upon release of all local charges, ICE will be notified via FAX/Phone that the inmate is 
ready to be transferred to their custody, ICE will have 48 hours (independent of 
weekends and holidays) to take custody of the inmate. If for any reason ICE has not 
taken custody within this amount of time, the Intake Supervisor will be notified 
immediately. In turn the Local and/or Regional ICE Supervisor will be contacted and 
notified by the Intake Supervisor. A decision for immediate pick up or release will be 
made at that time.

I Policy : It is the policy of the Knox County Sheriffs Office Corrections Division to comply 
with the Immigration and Naturalization Act, as compiled in 8 U.S.C § 1 1 01 et seq. The Knox 
County Sheriffs Office will comply with House Bill No. 670 / Senate Bill No. 1 141, scheduled 
to become law on January 1, 2010. The Knox County Sheriffs Office actively participates in the 
Secure Communities Program. The Knox County Sheriffs Office will identify and report all 
persons who may be in violation of United States Immigration Laws. 

II. Definitions : 

— 

ICE: Immigration and Customs Enforcement, the Federal Law Enforcement agency 
responsible for investigation and remo val of criminal aliens. This agency is a branch of 
Department of Homeland Security. 

Secure Communities: Partnership between the Sheriffs Office and ICE to identify, detain, 
and remove criminal aliens from the United States. ICE monitors all arrestee fingerprints 
submitted for matches to the ICE criminal alien database. 




HI. Procedures: 



A. During the course of processing all arrestees, a set of fingerprints is taken via Lives can 
and transmitted to the Tennessee Bureau of Investigation and Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for comparison and addition of charges to Criminal History. In addition, 
all prints transmitted are also routed to ICE for a search of their Criminal Alien 
database. If a match is found and a detainer required, Secure Communities will notify 
Intake via phone and will fax a detainer. 

B. Whenever an individual is arrested and brought to the Intake Center for processing, 
during the normal course of gathering personal information, the individual will be 
asked his Place of Birth and Citizenship Status in the United States . 

C. If the arrested pereon indicates he/she was bom in a foreign country and/or states he/she 
is not a citizen of the United States then a booking package will be forwarded to the 
local ICE office for investigation. 

D. The booking package sent to ICE will consist of Charge Information, an Arrest Report, 
any response from LESC via NCIC, a photo of the individual, and fingerprint response 
from TBI and FBI indicating State ID and FBI numbers. 

E. The inmate file will be marked to indicate that this procedure has been indicated and 
awaiting a response from ICE. 

F. If at any time during this procedure, the inmate's charges are released by bond or court 
order, the inmates file will be taken to the Intake Supervisor on duty. If no response 
has been received from ICE, the Intake Supervisor will take steps to contact the Local 
ICE office or 24/7 Secure Communities for final determination of need of a detainer. 

G. If a Detainer is requested from ICE, then a copy will be placed in the inmates file and a 
detainer issued and booked on JIMS. 
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H. Upon release of all local charges, ICE will be notified via FAX/Phone that the inmate is 
ready to be transferred to their custody. ICE will have 48 hours (independent of 
weekends and holidays) to take custody of the inmate. If for any reason ICE has not 
taken custody within this amount of time, the Intake Supervisor will be notified 
immediately. In turn the Local and/or Regional ICE Supervisor will be contacted and 
notified by the Intake Supervisor. A decision for immediate pick up or release will be 
made at that time.

The Committee further recommends that the following amendment be adopted: 
by deleting all language after the enacting clause and by substituting instead the following: 
SECTION 1. Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 40, Chapter 7, Part 1, is amended by 
adding a new section thereto: 
§ 40-7-123. 

(a) The Tennessee peace officer standards and training commission shall 
develop a standardized written procedure for verifying the citizenship status of 
individuals who are arrested, booked, or confined for any period in a county or municipal 
jail or detention facility and reporting to the appropriate Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement Detention and Removal Operations field office those individuals who may 
be in violation of the Immigration and Naturalization Act, as compiled in 8 U.S.C §1101 
et seq. 

(b) When a person is arrested, booked or confined for any period in the jail of 
the county or any municipality, the keeper of the jail shall utilize the above- referenced 
procedure to verify the citizenship status of each arrested, booked, or otherwise 
confined individual and report those individuals to the appropriate Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement Detention and Removal Operations field office rf the keeper of 
the jail determines that the individual is in violation of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Act, as compiled in 8 U.S.C §11 01 et seq., or if such status cannot be determined.
